STORY OF DEFEAT UNCONFIRMED 


Paris, Aug. SS.-^Admiral Courre- 


jolles, the French commander in Chi* 
ness waters, has cabled to the navy 
department here that a council of 
the admirals has notified the, foreign 
legations at Pekln that it has 'been 
decided to hold Li Hung Chang on 
'board ship until the opening of ne- 
gotiations between the powers and 
China. 


STORIES UNCONFIRMED. 


Washington, Aug. 28.™No con- 


firmation comes from any quarter of 
the report from Russian sources that 
the Chinese have recaptured Pekin, 
and the war department officials here 
completely descredit the story. 


They believe it is capable of ex- 


planation, however, when read in the 
light of Minister Conger's statement 
yesterday ihiat#the allied generals hid 
decided not to enter the imperial pal* 
ace, and also in view of the press re- 
ports of the sudden abandonment by 
the American and Russian troops of 
the attack on the palace gates after 
capturing four out of five of them. 


It is believed here that the allied 


generals adopted this course in oider 
to prevent looting after having been 
convinced that the small 
palace 


guard, if indeed any guard remained 
within tihe palace walls, should not 
be regarded with apprehension* The 
imperial palace is known to fce stored 
with the most magnificent treasures 
of oriental art, many of them of the 
greatest antiquity and of priceless 
value, and their loss to civilisation, 
through the destruction or dispersion 
of these treasures would be so great 
as to make the military commanders 
extremely cautious in admitting any 
but the most tried and reliable troops 
within the walls. 


It is probable that the relation of 


the effort to force an entrance into the 
palace gave rise in the Chinese 
imagination to the belief that the 
allies had been repulsed and this w>as 
the basis for the report of the defeat 
of the allies.

Paris, Aug, 28.— A dispatch re- 


ceived today fiom the French min- 
ister at Pekin, M. Pichon, dated Sun- 
day, August 19, confirms the des- 
patches of General Frey, commander 
of the French forces at the Chinese 
capital, and icpeats other informa- 
tion already known.

It was stated positively 
today that so far the issue was still 
open.

AMERICA NOT TRYING FORCE ON 


SULTAN OF MOROCCO. 


His Guilty Conscience Conjures Fear 


of a School Ship Now in the 


Port of Tangier. 


New York, Aug. 28.—A special to 


the Herald fiom Washington says: 


Just at this moment the sultan of 


Morocco need not be alarmed at the 
appearance of an Ameiican man-of- 
war in the harbor of Tangier, 


Officials of the state and navy de- 


partments say that the report pub- 
lished this morning that an Ameri- 
can warship had put in at Tangier 
for the purpose of compelling Morocco 
to pay an indemnity for injuries sus- 
tained by an American citizen prob- 
ably had its origin in a guilty con- 
science. 


An American naturalized 
citizen 


named Btarcus Azaqie was murdered 
two months ago by a mob in the town 
of Fez. 
The crime was immediately 


reported to the state department by 
Mr. Gummere, consul general at Tan- 


and he was instructed by cable 


to request the French consul at Fez 
to make an investigation. 
The re- 


port of the French consul has not yet 
been received, but Mr. Gummere has 
reported that during the investiga- 
tion he made a demand upon the 
Moorish authorities for the apprehen- 
sion and punishment of those guilty 
of the murder. No report of the ar- 
lival of an American warship has 
reached the navy department and it 
is presumed that the vessel to which 
reference is made is the Massachu- 
setts state nautical school ship En- 
terprise,

24 and her departure on August 26.

This was the date on 
which the allied army attacked and 
entered Pekin, 


Many dispatches have been sent 


by General Corbin since that date 
and the delay in their delivery is as- 
tonishing, even with the strange con- 
ditions which have existed in China.

only explanation that can be made as 
to this lack of dates is that the dis- 
patches have been butchered en route, 
probably on their way through China* 


ADDITION TO "COLONIA." 


A force of workmen foas commenced 


excavations for a big addition which 
is to be built on "Colotda," the re- 
cently erected school building and 
dormitory of the feeble minded home. 
The addition will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000 and will be com- 
pleted by fall. The new structure 
will be of brick, will contain class 
rooms and dormitories, and will ac- 
commodate about 120 children. The 
bucks to be used in the construction 
of the addition are made at the brick- 
yard, operated by the inmates of the 
institution. 


New York, Aug. 28. -Lord Roberts' 


dispatches announce what many peo- 
ple here take to be the beginning of 
the flnal stage in the South African 
campaign, says the London corres- 
pondent of the Tribune. The com- 
mander-in-c'hief held a council of war 
with his lieutenants, Buller, French 
and Pole*Carew, on Saturday, and on 
Sunday began a geneial attack on 
General Botha's intrenched position, 
on which not much impression had 
been made. 


In the preliminary operations of 


the previous few days the Boers had 
chosen a line of defense of great na*-- 
ural strength, stronger in fact than 
any they have held since they fell 
back from the Tugela. Their foices 
were disposed along a formidable 
chain of hill country, extending ovei 
a front nearly thirty miles, their 
flanks resting on spars of broken 
ground piotected by moi asses* 


The British advance began on the 


west to the north of Belfast, from 
which place the Boers fell back to- 
ward the Lydenburg road. 
Lord 


Roberts reports that the Boers are 
making a most deteimined resistanca 
in a locality well adapted for their 
defensive tactics and badly suited for 
cavahy movements. 


Some experts thing that this is 


really General Botha's last stand and 
if defeated here he will be completely 
crushed. Lord Roberts' superiority 
in numbers is so great that he may 
possibly 
attempt to work right 


around the Boers and to drive them 
from their position by menacing their 
line of retreat. To judge from previ- 
ous experience, it is unlikely that 
the Boers will stay long enoug-h to 
permit the manoeuvre to 'be accom- 
plished. 


Meanwhile the Boers are them- 


selves busy in endeavoring to raid 
Lord Roberts' lines of communica- 
tion, both by the Orange Biver colony 
and Natal. 
At Wmburg, in the 


neighborhood of the scene of some of 
General DeWet's most remarkable ex- 
ploits, a body of impeiial troops was 
attacked by a considerable force of 
Boers on last Friday. They were res- 
cued by reinforcements hastily sent 
up from Kronostad and Hielferon. 


On Sunday the Boers again renewed 


fcheir attack on Wmburg, but were 
beaten oif, having among the pris- 
oners captured the Boer commander, 
Olivier, whose famous march from 
Cape Colony through Lord Roberts' 
lines to the northwest of the Orange 
River colony was one of the notable 
episodes of the spiing.

on fields of death, 35,000 of the life 
guard of the

day. 


It was their greatest parade since 


that day in 1865, when with ranks 
fresh from the triumphs of war, they 
had marched down Pennsylvania ave- 
nue in Washington with their faces 
turned toward home, and their hearts 
filled with the promise of the vtatoi- 
ies of peace. 


LAST GREAT PARADE. 


It was probably the last of the 


great parades upon which the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army will march 
on earth. 
The average age of the 


veterans is close upon the average 
span of human life, its ranks are 
thinning fast and its membership 
has commenced to fall away. 


The muster roll must liereaf ter, ac- 


cording to the officials of the organ- 
ization, decrease more rapidly than 
at any period from the end of the 
war to now. 


The last year of the century, across 


the years of which they have em- 
blazoned so glorious a record, was a 
most fitting time for what so many of 
them have declared will be their last 
review, and still more appropriate 
was it that sun and wind combined 
to produce a day eminently suitable 
for the occasion. 


BANNERS CARRIED HIGH. 


A light breeze came off Lake tMichi** 


gan strong enough to lift the ban- 
ners out to the full length of their 
folds and at times with force suffi- 
cient to make it necessary for more 
than one old soldier to grasp the 
staff to keep the flag on high. It 
mattered 
nothing, 
however, how 


many hands were necessary on the 
staff. They were always ready. 


The veterans carried the flag today 


as they had carried it forty years 
ago, and save in salute, not a ban- 
ner was lowered, not a fold touched 
the ground. 


Not in many years has Chicago ex- 


tended so affectionate a welcome to 
the stranger within her gates as that 
she gave today to the heroes of the 
Grand Army. As her people watched 
the march of the old soldiers there 
flashed across them the thought tha' 
filled the mind of the Hebrew his 
torian, when, centuries ago, he wrote 
of the heroes of King David, "These 
be the mighty men," As Chicago es- 
timated them, so she greeted them, 
Notwithstanding the age of the mem

what is needed to produce effects. 
Every year the requirements of suc- 
cessful agriculture are higher and 
every year the attainments of the 
scientific agriculturist are increased.

OLIVER TOMLINSON TELLS OF 


THE LENTZ CHIME. 


He Charges Charles Oaines With 


Having Held His Victim by the 


Hair and Cut His Throat. 


Jeffersonville, Ind., Aug. 28.—Oli- 


ver Tomlinson, confined in the re- 
formatory for safekeeping from a 
mob that was formed in Lawrence 
county to hang him, has confessed 
to complicity 
in one of the most 


fiendish crimes ever committed in 
this part of the state. On the night 
of June 30, Tomlinson and Charles 
Gaines had planned to rob a whisky 
distillery near the home of Prank 
Lentz, near Bedford. They went to 
Lentz's stable and were hitching up 
one of his horses, when the owner 
discovered them. 
Despite the fact 


that he was ordered to retrace his 
steps, he advanced toward the men. 
Here the confession says: 


;(Lenti5 
approached. 
Again 
I 


warned him. Still he pressed toward 
me. 
I shot. 
Lentz reeled to the 


right, clutching at the gate post. I 
tried to fire again, but my revolver 
did not work. Lentz, who had fallen, 
arose with a stone in his hand, which 
lie hurled at us. 
Then I grabbed 


Lentz, but he was the stronger and 
bigger man and was getting the best 
of me, when Gaines jumped out 'of 


e buggy, seized Lentz by the hair 


over the forehead, pulled his 


head back and cut his throat from 
ear to ear." 


The 
murderers 
then drove to a 


pond, where 
they 
washed 
their 


clothes and went home. Tomlinson 
was arrested a few days later and 
brought to the reformatory for safe- 
keeping, Gaines was released on bail, 
but is now in the custody of the offi- 
cers. He denies the story.

within the walls.

the basis for the report of the defeat 
of tlie allies.

THE FATHER IS RESPONSIBLE. 


In a suit against the Northern Pa- 


cific the supremo court has rendered 
an interesting and important deci- 
sion relative to the non-payment of 
a child's fare. 
It is held that the 


law implies a contract on the part of 
the parent who enters a railroad car 
with a child subject to payment of 
fare, hut not legally supposed to be 
capable of acting for himself in the 
matter, to pay the fare of such child. 
Tf payment is refused, both may be 
ejected from the train, even if the 
parent tenders payment of his own 
fare. 
The removal of the child 


operates as a removal also of the 
parent, and if the latter has paid his 
fare in advance of the ejectment the 
full amount nf the unearned value 
thereof must be returned as a condi- 
tion precedent to removal.
